I was under the impression in the early color TVs that the problem wasn't 
with the CRT - it was with the high voltage rectifier tubes (similar to 
Bobbi's setup).

It was very interesting to be able to 
move your hand (or whatever) and see thru it at the same time on the green 
screen, but I suspect that was a pretty hefty dose even in only 10 or 15 
seconds...

A gallon of black satin wrinkle finish #V-3540N was $29.85 + shipping. 
I asked for a product listing, but apparently the shipping dept forgot to 
include it, so donno what other wrinkle paint products are available. 


I've NOT had the luck others have reported with using little spray cans. 
A regular paint sprayer has a much wider spray zone and thus gives a more 
even coat. After three disappointing attempts with wrinkle in the littel 
(little) spray cans on the big BC-610 cabinet, I'm very pleased with the 
bulk spray results. First though, I practiced to get a sense of the fine 
line between laying down enough paint for a nice wrinkle vs. too much 
with resultant runs on vertical surfaces. One thing with this product 
I've found and that is it takes several days to cure. It may be 
formulated for oven curing. Anyway, I handled one of the cabinet pieces 
the following day and was disappointed to later discover a couple of scuff 
marks. The solution was simple. The scuffs were touched up with a small 
artists brush and upon completion of wrinkling, nearly indistinguishable 
to the original coat. 


Another point is that this is *satin*x and not *gloss*x finish. Many of the 
old military BA's were done in gloss. I was told this firm didn't have 

the gloss finish. However I was talking to the CEO and he didn't seem 

all that familar with his products. The satin produces a nice luster in 

the sunlight but is duller (but to my eye, satisfactory) inside than is the 
gloss finish. One of the advantage of a satin finish for an amateur painter 
is that minor screwups in technique isn't as obvious as would be with gloss.
